Ghe Coastal Borough 


Dun Laoghaire has been in the news of 
late, with its efficient Borough Manager 
(Mr. P. J. Hernon) giving evidence 
before the Greater Dublin Tribunal. Mr. 
Hernon has been asked many questions 
during the course of his examination, but 
I wonder if he could say why the West 
Pier (that nearest the city) has increased 
so much in popularity during the past 
two or three months? <A comparatively 
short time ago it was a place frequented 
by few people—usually those who wished 
to escape the crowd which promenaded 
the more fashionable East Pier. It was 
so quiet that I believe the Governor- 
General (Mr. Donal Buckley), who avoids 
the public eye as much as possible, took 
a walk along it occasionally; and I have 
seen the Minister for Education (Mr. 
Thomas Derrig) enjoying a quiet stroll 
on a Saturday evening. Now the quiet 
of the West Pier seems to have gone— 
much to the annoyance of the anglers 
who fish from it—and one may see as 
many as a dozen cars parked on the hill 
from old Dunleary up towards what we 
used to call Kingstown, while their 
owners parade the pier. 


Dun Laoghaire’s Position 


Several times when I have been in the 
coastal borough I have noticed something 
resembling the granite base of a statue 
on the little patch of green at the Victoria 
Wharf, just beside the Royal St. George 
Yacht Club. I have often speculated on 
the reason for this vacant plinth, but, 
passing closer than usual to it the other 
day, I saw an inscription carved on it. 
This put an end to my speculations, for 
it stated that a line drawn through the 
centre of the pedestal and one due north 
of it is in the true meridian, and the 
position is given as: Latitude 58 degrees 
18 minutes North; longitude 6 degrees 
8 minutes West. So nobody visiting Dun 
Laoghaire can say he does not know where 
he stands. Although I had a look around 
the wharf, I could not find the second 
pedestal referred to in the inscription, 
which is dated 1860. Incidentally, the 
same green on which the pedestal stands 
was selected about three or four years ago as 
the site for the Christ the King Monu- 
ment, and a temporary pillar was erected 
there just before the Eucharistic Congress. 


Hunting Personalities 


One is often asked the question: “ Who 
is good to go with such a hunt?’’ Well, 
in these parts, one has no hesitation in 
naming Mr. Tom Dreaper among the out- 
standing Ward Hunt men of to-day. 
While about it I may as well add the 
name of his sister, Mrs. P. F. Cannon, 
although I know she does not like pub- 
licity. The Dreapers, who have been so 
long associated. with life in North Co. 
Dublin, have always been in the hunting 
arena. Originally—perhaps, a century 
ago—they left Tipperary to settle near 
Castlecomer, but finally pitched their tents 
for good at Ashbourne. Mr. Tom 
Dreaper’s headquarters is distinct from 
the parent roof, and is Greenogue, the 
pretty place adjoining the land where the 
stag is usually enlarged on opening meet 
davs with the Wards, and where hospi- 
tality always awaits the sportsman. But 
these Dreapers have gone further afield 
than Co. Dublin, for one of Tom’s uncles 
had a distinguished career in the Navy 
when he sailed the seas. Another is the 
well-known Dr. Dreaper, who has spent 
his life healing the sick in London, and 
who is a Councillor or some other “' big 
shot” in municipal circles in the great 
metropolis. I may.say that I am glad 
to see Mrs. Cannon (Miss Pansy Dreaper) 
hunting again this season, as she missed 
last year’s sport through illness.

From Our CINEMA CORRESPONDENT. 


F the Stephen’s Green Cinema is not 
filled with schoolboys this week it will 
be surprising; for ‘‘ Midshipman Easy ”’ 
is by far the best ‘‘ boys’ film ’’ to come 
to Dublin during the last twelve months 
not excepting the Wild West pictures. 
Their elders, it is true, will enjoy the 
quiet ifony which gave young Mr. Easy 
absurd doctrines of liberty and equality, 
and then punctured them against the hard 
facts of life in the British Navy; but the 
story was not made for them. Captain 
Marryat knew what a boy likes to read 
when he wrote ‘‘ Midshipman Easy,” and 
the spirit of the book seems to have been 
reproduced in the film. Like “ Emil and 
the Detectives,’ it has the supreme 
merit—from a boy’s point of view—that 
one can imagine oneself as the hero, and, 
through him, do all the things that are 
so desirable and so unattainable in real 
life. One joins the Navy—not the modern 
British Fleet, but the more romantic Navy 
of Nelson’s time—knocks down bullies, 
captures merchantmen almost single- 
handed and strictly against orders, and 
becomes involved in struggles with 
ferocious bandits. In all these varied 
trials Mr. Easy emerges triumphant. 
There is even a beautiful young lady wh 
allows her heart to be captured by him; 
but, rightly enough, this side of the story 
is quite incidental. What.does it matter 
if Mr. Easy has to sail away at the end, 
leaving Donna Agnes to wave her pathetic 
farewell from the beach? It was romantic, 
no doubt, to rescue her from hordes of 
murderous .convicts; but the incident is 
closed now, and there are more pirate- 
ships to be conquered.

A British Film 


HE film is undoubtedly for boys, but 
I think that most grown-ups will like 
it, too; for it is not so hard to recapture 
that boyish spirit as one might imagine.

Holmes. The same objection, of course, 
applies to any strongly-drawn character 
in fiction, and 1 wonder how many people 


have found the ‘‘ Dickens’’ films rather 
unsatisfying for this reason. 

“ David Copperfield,” the latest of the 
series, is being shown at the. Savoy this 
week, and one of the most striking things 
about it is the extremely good casting. 
From what I remember of the book Betsy 
Trotwood must have looked exactly like 
Edna May Oliver, and Roland Young 
makes the most oily and convincing Uriah 
Heep that could be imagined. Lionel 
Barrymore, I am sorry to say, obstinately 
insists on being Lionel Barrymore rather 
than old Dan Peggotty, but Peggotty her- 
self is there (I cannot remember the name 
of the actress) and Herbert Mundin is 
Barkis, without the shadow of a 
doubt. Also, with what amounts 
almost to inspiration, the producer cast 
W. C. Fields as Mr. Micawber, and he is 
the best of the lot. Among the others, 
however, Freddie Bartholomew and Frank 
Lawton are both very good as David 
Copperfield, Maureen O'Sullivan as 
David’s wife, and Madge Evans, Lewis 
Stone and Elizabeth Allan in other 
parts. 

I would not call this film a great one— 
somehow, Dickens loses a little of his 
full flavour when transferred to the 
screen, however well the task is done.

TA Irish race in North America have 


had few more distinguished representa- 
tives than Senator the Hon. Charles 
Murphy, who died recently at Ottawa. Not 
|only was he for more than a quarter of a 
century one af the most influential figures 
in Canadian politics, but he was for years 
actively interested in the politics of Ireland; 
he was also one of the leading laymen of 
the Catholic Chureh in Canada,-and had ties 
of friendship with a wide circle of people all 
over the world. His father was James 
Murphy, a native of Birr, Offaly, and his 
mother, Mary Conway, was born in Limerick, 
but was taken as a child to Canada and 
carried ashore in her mother’s arms from a 
shipwreck on the shores of the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence. Charles Murphy was born at 
Ottawa on December 2nd, 1863, and, as his 
father had prospered as a contractor, he was 
given the advantage of a good education. 
After graduating B.A. in 1886, he studied 
law at Osgoode Hall in Toronto, and, having 
been called to the Bar of Ontario in 1891, 
settled down to practise his profession in 
Ottawa. 


A LIBERAL w 


He rapidly acquired a substantial legal 
practice, and also found time to interest him- 
self actively in politics on the Liberal side. 
Rising to prominence in the councils of his 
party, he was, in 1896, elected » presider+ 
of the Ontario Federation of Liberal Clubs 
and later president of the Ontario Reform 
Association. Before he was forty he had 
several invitations to stand for Parliament, 
but he preferred to stick to his law practice 
until 1908, when Sir Wilfrid Laurier, wanting 
to bring into his Cabinet a representative of 
the Irish Catholics in place of Sir Richard 
Scott, offered Mr. Murphy the Secretaryshi > 
of State. It was a tribute to Mr. Murphy’s 
standing in the party and country that he 
could be offered a seat in the Cabinet without 
serving any parliamentary apprenticeship, and 
at the general election of 1908 he easily 
carried Russell County, which is adjacent to 
Ottawa, for the Liberals, and took his seat 
on the Government front bench. 

He proved a very capable Minister and a 
tower of strength to his party in debate. 


| Following, Lord Byng’s refusal to grant Mr. 


King a dissolution until a vote of censure 
moved in the Commons against his Ministry 
on account of grave Customs scandals had 
been disposed of, he held the view that Lord 
Byng had been very unfairly treated by the 
Liberal leader. His severe strictures upon 
Mr. King’s conduct resulted in a permanent 
breach between them. Senator Murphy never 
actually left the Liberal Party, but there- 
after he was, more or less, excluded from 
its councils, and he himself took an indepen- 
dent line in the Senate. 


HOME RULE WORKER 


From hi: youta upward he was an earnest 
worker in the cause ot Jrish freedom, and in 
all the efforts of Canadian Irishmen to help 
forward Imsh Home Rule he. was a leading 
spirit for many years, ani his activities 
brought him the friendship of Irish leaders 
like John Redmond and T. P. O’Connor, and 
threw him into close relations with the lead- 
ing Irishmen in the United States. He was 
never enthusiastic about the Sinn Fein move- 
ment, but when the Irish Free State was 
being brought into existence he gave valu- 
able. help.in the shape of advice about the 
workings of the Canadian Constitution. He 
also bestirred himself without success to get 
the late [ord Shaughnessy, one of his inti- 
mate friends, wh» had just retired from the 
Presidency of the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
appointed the first Goveinor-General of the 
Irish Free State on the ground that his ap- 
pointment would, on personal grounds, be 
eminently suitable and that it would help 
to reconcile the Irish elements in North 
America to Britain. ! 


DIPLOMATIST IN FREE 
STATE 


He never confined his friendship to people 
of his own religious faith or political out- 
look ; he had just as many Protestant friends 
as Catholics, and he was on terms of real 
intimacy with Sir Robert Borden, Mr. Arthur 
Meighen and Mr. R. B. Bennett, three Con- 
servative Premiers of Canada. Mr. Bennett 
frequentiy consulted him about public affairs, 
although he was a political opponent, and it 
is an open secret that last spring he invited 
Senator Murphy to become Canada’s first 
diplomatic representative to the Irish Free 
State. He also for many years maintained 
touch with prominent British politicians, and 
he had very cordial relations with leading 
American politicians like ex-Governor “Al” 
Smith. He had a passionate interest in his- 
torical research connected with Canada and 
Ireland, and was a real authority upon the 
history of these two countries. 

He never married, but lived with his 
brother Edward, a cripple, to whom he was 
deeply devoted, and is survived by him and 
two other brothers. Taken all in all, Charlie 
Murphy was one cf the finest types of the 
Irish race, and his death leaves not only a 
real void in the public life of Canada, but 
fills thousands of people in Canada and else- 
where with a deep sense of personal bereave- 
ment, 


LABOURER SUES

FAILURE TO STAMP CARD

LIMERICK, Monday. 


Because he failed to get benefits to which 
he would have been entitled if his National 
Health Insurance card had been stamped, a 
labourer named Roger Ryan brought a civil 
bill against his former employer at the 
Limerick Civil Bill Court to-day. The plaintiff 
sued Wiliiam Penny, Lower Gerald Griffin 
street, to recover £2 4s., the amount oi 
maternity benefit he had lost through his 
card not having been stamped. 

The defendant stated that Ryan ~was 
employed by him in 1934, from June to 
December.

DANCE TO BE HELD 


The Infant Aid Society for the prevention 
of infantile mortality is holding its annual 
dance to raise funds for the Sewing Guild on 
17th inst at the Gresham Hotel, Dublin. 

The Society distributed 5,000 pints of free 
milk daily to children in Dublin in 1934-5. In 
all, 1,773,684 bottles of milk were distributed 
with funds from the Local Government and 
Public Health Department, paid through the 
Dublin Corporation. The milk grant for the 
vear was £21,486 9s. 10d. The Society insists 
that its milk shall be from tuberculin-tested 
cows, and that the farms and dairies shall 
have been regularly inspected, and so sees 
that the children receive only the highest 
quality milk obtainable. | The Society's work 
is voluntary and honorary. It includes visit- 
ing the homes of the poor all over the City of 
Dublin, and 45,858 such visits were paid by 
over 200 members, who were welcomed by 
mothers delighted to talk about their children, 

The Society’s Sewing Guild supplies each 
year a large number of garments free to 
mothers, and at Christmas-time a special dis- 
tribution of clothing is made to children up 
to five years of age. . Last Christmas 2,500 
garments were so distributed, . 

The dance is to help the Society in this 
special department of its beneficent work, and 
hoped that it will receive generous sup- 
port in the effort to make the dance a great

¢¢ 7 Í is a remarkable thing, considering all 
| the money that has been spent on 
zoology and on chairs in universities, 
that there never has been a finer book 
written about wild animals than Aristotle’s 
‘ Treatise on Wild Animals.’ Written 
500 years B.C., that book has never been 
improved upon, and when I read it a few 
days ago I was more impressed by it than 
ever, 

Thus said Captain Knowles-Pfeiffer, F.Z.S., 
in the course of a lecture which he gave at 
the Royal Dublin Society, Ballsbridge, yester- 
day afternoon. 

t was also noteworthy, he said, that the 
first great menagerie was that founded by 
Alexander, also 500 years B.C.. Probably 
that was the finest menagerie the world ever 
saw, and he recommended his audience to 
read the life of that great man. 

The lecturer said that he had spent an 
immense amount of time during the last ten 
years or so cultivating the acquaintance of 
animals at the '“ Zoo.’’ He had met with 
some success, but had also had a number of 
failures, particularly with such animals as 
the bison, buffalo, rhino and hippo, which 
were very stupid creatures, whom he could 
hardly get to take notice of him at all. 

To those people who said: ‘‘ You can get 
animals to know you if you feed them,” he 
quoted a remark made to himself by the late 
Lord Grey, who had such a magnetic influence 
over birds: ‘‘Whatever you do, never get to 
their hearts through food. If you do so, they 
will come to you only for food. It may be 
more difficult, but it is a finer foundation if 
you get them to. love you for yourself.” 


MAN'S FIRST CRY 


In his history: of the world Mr. H. G. 
Wells told them that the first cry of man 
was for food and transport, and that the 
transport was supplied by animals. Many 
of them, he thought, did not realise how 
closely they were allied to the animals, and 
that even to-day eighty per cent of the 
world’s transport was done by animals. It 
was almost inconceivable in these days of 
machinery and mechanical power, but there 
were teeming millions of people who still 
depended on animals for transport. 


- In a series of slides the lecturer showed 


how he had established friendly contact with 
aimals in the London “ Zoo,’’ and had some 
very interesting things to say about the 
habits of the different animals. Polar bears, 
for instance, he said, disliked cold water, 
and Shackleton in his book told them that 
Polar bears. were, in fact, the greatest sun- 
worshippers. 

Talking of bears and other animals in 
captivity, he felt that in “ soos” managed 
by Americans, Germans, Scandinavians and 
the - people in these countries, who 
thoroughly understood the keeping of wild 
animals, these animals had a comfortable 
time, and it had been established that they 
lived longer than when in their wild state. 
For instance, the life of an African lion in 
the wild was about ten years, while in the 
London ‘‘Zoo” they had animals which 
were at least twenty years old, and they 
were happy and contented. 


THE LION 


In connection ‘with lions, he mentioned 
that no animal had captured the imagina- 
tion of man as much as the lion, and he 
could safely say that all natives in thie 
world—apart from white men—who lived in 
close proximity to the lions always spoke of 
them with. bated breath... He thought that 
he was right in saying that ‘the first lions 
born in Europe were born in Dublin 
—that did«rot apply to Roman times, 
but later centuries. There was a certain 
pericd scme years ago when the finest licns 
in Europe were bred in the City of Dublin, at 
the ‘Zoo’’ here, and there was a record of 
a pair of lions which had produced cne 
hundred and ten cubs. 

The lecturer showed some slides showing 
the friendly relations that he had established 
with lions, even to the extent of rubbing 
noses with them. He expressed the view that 
the lion was a great sportsman. He also 
showed how leopards allowed him io fondle 
them, and how an old hippopotamus aliowed 
him.to put his arm into its mouth and tickle 
the soit palate at the back of the mouth. 
He had no great success, however, with the 
colony of baboons at the ‘* Zoo,’’ and they 
usually made a great row when he passed 
their way. 

The peacock he humorously described as 
the pioneer of crooners, owing to its manner 
of sitting on a hillock and crooning to the 
female. 

He mentioned also that animals are very 
susceptible to sea sickness, and that was why 
so many of them died in transit or after being 
sent to the ‘‘ Zoo.”’

USE OF NARCOTIC. 
DRUGS 


REGULATIONS NEED 
TIGHTENING

By a SPECIAL CÓRRESPONDENT. 


ARCOTIC drugs are too easv to obtain 
in the irish Frée State, This opinion 
was expressed to me yesterday by 

several members of the Pharmaceutical 
Society. of Ireland, with whom I discussed 
the sale of drugs which are scheduled under 
Part Il. of the Poisons Act, 1908. 

Everyone knows that they cannot purchase 
the more dangerous drugs which are listed 
in Part I. of the Act, except with difficulty, 
but some of the drugs which are not on this 
list are to be considered equally dangerous. 

few years ago comparatively few people 
knew of the existence of such narcotic drugs 
as lumipal, dial, verona! and similar pro- 
ducts, Now, however, the position has 
changed and some druggists have found 
their sales of these drugs increasing. 


SLEEP INDUCERS 


Up to 1914 they were not marked ‘‘poison.”’ 
Then they were beought within the scope of 
the Act, and now, in some quarters, it is 
thought the regulations need further tighten- 
ing. Usually the type of person who becomes 
a user of these drugs—not a serious addict, 
but, nevertheless, a user who will take 
“something” when they imagine they can- 
not sleep—are people who have once taken 
them, on a doctor's recommendation, during 
an: illness. These narcotics are prescribed 
because of their sedative action. When a 
person realises how easily these sleep in- 
ducers can be obtained they are inclined to 
use them more than -is absolutely necessary, 
and there is always the danger of their 


‘becoming addicts. 


Fortunately there are very few in Ireland, 
but it is commonly. known that a person who 
is in the habit of taking ‘‘ something to 
make me sleep “ finds it exceedingly ditticult 
—if not impossible—to break the habit. 


DEMAND FOR DRUGS 


“ From personal experience,’’ said a well- 
known chemist. and druggist in Dublin, “1 
know I have more people coming in and 
asking for narcotics now than was the case 
a few years ago. People have got to know 
of the existence of such drugs, and they 
come in and ask for luminal, medinal, vero- 
man, dial, sulphonal, veronal, gardenal, 
phenodarn and alonal quite casually, which 
shows they know more that is good for 
them.” 

Another chemist said that there. was 
virtually no control over the sale of these 
arugs. “In 1914.” he said, “they were 
brought under Part II. of the Poisons Act in 
a section which includes ‘ diethyl-barbituric 
acid or barbitone, and other alkyl, aryl or 
metallic derivatives of barbiturie acid, which 
are described as veronal, proponal, medinal, 
or by any other trade name, mark or ‘designa- 
tion.’ But all that is required under this 
section of the Act is that the seller’s name 
and address appear on the label, together 
with his qualifications, the name of the 
article and the word ‘ poison.’ ’’ 


CHEMISTS’ ATTITUDE | 


Some chemists 1 discovered are not at all 
keen on supplying drugs of the narcotic type 
to persons they do not know, and I was told 
of several instances of offending customers 
hecause the druggist told them they were 
‘out of stock.” It is, of course, possible 
for a person to acquire a large stock of these 
drugs by going from chemist to chemist, 
and, naturally, a large dose could prove 
fatal, 

The general opinion among registered 
chemists with whom I talked is that the 
diugs should be brought within Part I. of 
the Poisons Act in order to make them 
difficult to obtain. Persons would then have 
to sign the Poison book at the chemist’s from 
whom the drug was bought or obtain them 
on a doctor’s prescription. The pharmacists 
believe it would be better to have the matter 
settled now, rather than let it drag on for 
years when the position might become 
serious. |

That three different. factories might have 
been started in Dalkey but for the opposition 
of a section of the élite was the allegation of 
Councillor Fitzgerald; a representative ct the 
township, at last night's meeting of Dun 
Laoghajre Borough Corporation.

He 
moved that a suitable portion of Dalkey Hill 
quarry be acquired for completion’ of the 
slum-clearance and rehousing scheme to deal 
with over-crowding in the Dalkey area. 

Mr: Webb, engineer and Deputy Borough 
Manager, said that it was not desirable that 
tired men at the end of a working day should 
have to climb 300 feet to their homes. in 
Dalkey. Water would have to be pumped up 
to the proposed site at five times the .rdiaary 
expense of supply by gravity, and drains 
would have to be put down through solid 
rock, 

The proposal was adjourned to the next 
meeting by amendment. 

Mr. Webb said that plans for the sewerage 
scheme had been returned by the Govern- 
ment for modification, but the scheme would 
now be proceeded with, though not on the 
original scale. The road scheme had teen 
held up by a dispute between the ‘tovern- 
ment and himself on the material to be used; 
the Government had now agreed to concrete, 
and work would be started in about a fort- 
night. The Government had given no 
encouragement do the very elaborate scheme 
for Barn Hill road, to drain all the water 
from Dun Laoghaire Hill. It was considered 
too expensive.

MR. NORTON’S. LETTER 
TO MINISTER

Mr. William Norton, T.D., General 
Secretary, Irish Post Office Workers’ Union, 
has written to Mr. G. Boland, Minister for 
Posts and Telegraphs, regarding the increases 
which have just been granted$to certain 
sections of the staff. In the course of this 
communication Mr. Norton says :— 

‘* Although evidence was submitted to the 
Department which would convince any im- 
partial tribunal of the need for a substantial 
increase in the present low rates of wages 
of Post Office staff, the Department, instead 
of discharging the moral responsibility which 
devolves upon it to remove the stigma of 
sweating associated with the present low rates 
of wages, declines to recognise its obvious 
responsibility, and now announces its inten- 
tion of increasing the existing low wage rates 
by such utterly inadequate amounts as 4d. per 
hour and a shilling per week. But even 
these grotesque increases are only granted to 
officers with ten vears’ service, and in other 
cases to officers who have completed as much 
as seventeen vears’ established service.”

Speaking on the Widows’ and Orphans’ 
Pensions Act, 1935, at the Dublin Rotary 
Club luncheon in the Metropole Restaurant, 
yesterday, Mr. D. L. Ua Donnchadha, B.A., 
Barrister-at-Law, described it as one of the 
best pieces of social legislation that has been 
passed in this country. ‘There were in the 
Irish Free State some 130,000 widows, but 
all of. these would not come under the 
Pensions Act—approximately 70,000 being 
excluded either because they are over 
seventy years of age, or under sixty years 
and childless ; : 

‘Lhe object of the Act is to provide pensions 
for widows (of insured men) and their de- 
pendant children up to the age of fourteen 
years, and for orphans attending school up to 
sixteen years of age. The Act is divided 
into sections for contributory and non 
contributory pensions. The contributory 
scheme affects all: who. come under the 
National Health Insurance Scheme, and 
entitles the widow of an insured worker to 
10s. per week until she is seventy years of 
age; with Ss. per week for the eldest child, 
and 3s. per week for other children until 
they are fourteen years of.age. An orphan 
child receives 7s. 6d. per week until sixteen 
years of age. The widow of an agricultural 
worker is entitled to a pension of 8s. per 
week, and the orphan of an agricultural 
worker to 6s. per week. 

The reason why women were not liable to 
any contribution, though their employers had 
to. pay as much as for men, was to prevent 
women being given men’s jobs in order to 
save the cost of stamps. 

Mr. Alfred Fannin, in proposing a vote of 
thanks, said that in his opinion, women, when 
working, should make some _ contribution 
towards the pensions which they might have 
to claim. 

Mr. Oswald Jamison, Chairman, seconded 
the motion, which was carried unanimously.

Italy’s war against Abyssinia has been 
in progress now for more than three 
months, and it has become fairly obvious 
to everybody outside the Italian frontiers 
that the progress which has been made 
by Signor Mussolini’s legions has been 
most disappointing. From the very outset 
the General Staff in Italy was sceptical 
regarding the wisdom of a campaign in 
Abyssinia; but dictators take little 
account even of the opinions of experienced 
soldiers, and Signor Mussolini, surrounded 
by a group of sycophants, overruled all 
objections. He made his first mistake 
when he appointed Marshal de Bono as 
generalissimo of the invading armies. 
Marshal de Bono is a politician rather

Further- 
more, every ‘man in Abyssinia 
mobilised soldier.

He can live on exceed- 
ingly scanty rations, the problem of 
personal equipment does not exist, and, if 
the number of rifles at the disposal of the 
Emperor's troops is limited, every man is 
a dead shot. Doubtless, the Abyssinian 
leaders know nothing of the theories of 
Clausewitz; yet they seem to have a gift 
for strategy, and, of course, they know 
every boulder in the country in which they 
are fighting. When the further fact is 
remembered that the Abyssinians have no 
conception of physical fear, and enjoy 
fighting as an English squire enjoys fox- 
-hunting, it will be realised that they con- 
stitute a formidable enemy. During the 
last month or so Ras Seyoum, Ras Kassa, 
and Ras Desta have been harassing the 
Italians with consummate skill. They have 
been attacking at night, adopting the 
tactics used seventy years ago by Jackson 
and Stuart in the Shenandoah Valley, of 
which, we daresay, they never even heard.

That task, however, has been compli- 
cated very seriously by the existence of 
sanctions. Although the measures that 
have been taken by the League of Nations 
may seem in themselves to be trivial, their 
cumulative effect on Italy already has 
been grave, and is becoming graver every 
day. Of course, the outside world knows 
little or nothing of the true condition of 
affairs in Italy, because the Italian Press 
is muzzled. Last Saturday, for example, 
it printed the text of President Roosevelt’s 
message to Congress, suppressing com- 
pletely his remarks about dictatorships ; 
and there is a rigid prohibition against the 
publication of anything that would give 
the people an idea of the economic position 
at home. There can be no doubt now that 
Marshal Badoglio cannot possibly hope to 
force a decision in Abyssinia before next 
winter. The so-called ‘‘ little raims ”’ 
will be starting in another few weeks, and 
thereafter military operations will become 
increasingly difficult. Indeed, the move- 
ment of tanks already is beginning to 
present almost insuperable problems. In 
these Signor Mussolini 
hardly can continue to ignore, or to 
pretend to ignore, the unspectacular, but 
vital, question of costs. The war is 
estimated to be costing Italy something in 
the neighbourhood of £300,000 a day—a 


fantastically high figure tor a mere 
‘‘colonial’’ undertaking. The incidence 


of sanctions has put an effective stop to 
Italy’s external trade, with the result that 
her industries are suffering heavily, wages 
are falling in terms of real purchase 
power, and the standard of living among 


‘circumstances, 


the people—never very high—is falling 
steadily. If the League of Nations should 
decide to add oil to its list of banned 
exports to Italy an immediate crisis 
probably will be precipitated; but, even 
if this step should not be taken, Italy’s 
financial and economic collapse only can 
be a matter of time. No European in his 
senses could contemplate such a develop.

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Navy Promotion 


Many, many years ago it was said in 
reference to promotion in the British Navy 
that “ the seamen were not gentlemen, and 
the gentlemen were not seamen.’’ The 
naval correspondent of the Morning Post 
now has varied that theme with the 
suggestion that the seamen are. not 
specialists. and the specialists are not 
seamen. He admits that specialist officers 
and staff officers can become competent 
navigators ; but, unfortunately, specialisa- 
tion tends to take up the whole course of 
their careers, and they spend their lives 
in instructional courses, or in offices ashore 
and afloat. The basis of the complaint 
seems to lie in- the list of half-yearly pro- 
motions announced on December ólst of 
last year. The great majority of com- 
manders who , were given the rank of 
captain had never held command of an 
ocean-going vessel, while 80 per cent. of 
the commanders who failed to find promo- 
tion had extensive expericnce of practical 
seamanship. Ships thus are placed in the 
charge of men who best are fitted to staff 
work, and the ordinary seamen, who are 
specialists only in seamanship, find them- 
selves without ships. Occasionally there 
are spocialist officers of unusual brilliance 
whose promotion is both valuable and 
inevitable, but the other staff officers who 
are not so gifted find that they must rely 
almost entirely upon the assistance of 
their navigating officers when the ship is 
at sea. This dual control system is a 
nuisance at the present time, but in the 
event of war it would become a serious 
menace. It is natural that the small 
ship ofticer should hold the confidence 
and respect of the personnel more firmly 
than the specialist officer, who has had 
neither time nor opportunity to get to 
know the men; and during active service 
this lack of cohesion and understanding 
might have a disastrous effect upon the 
fighting .strength of the vessel. The 
specialist officers, however, are indis- 
pensable ; for the modern fighting force,

Marriage by Proxy 


Signor Mussolini has issued a special 
decree which permits a soldier in Fast 
Africa to marry by proxy. Private soldiers 
need only apply to the chaplains or to an 
officer of their regiments to arrange these 
proxy marriages, and a few days after the 
request is made the groom is informed 
that he is a married man. It seems that 
owing to the long distance separating tlic 
soldiers from their homeland, and the in.

Modern Warships for Britain 


Complaints that many British warships 
are out of date in several important 
respects will not be made against the new 
vessels to be iaid down as part of the re- 
armament scheme. Naval designers are at 
work to produce plans for warships which 
will be in advance of those of any other 
Power. The question of minimising the 
danger of attack from the air is foremost. 
All vital control stations, as 
magazine and inflammable stores, are to 
be protected with bomb-proof armour. 
while the anti-aircraft armament of ail 
large warships will be far in advance of 
With rezard to the 


smaller vessels, particular attention is 
being paid to speed, and the new 


destroyers will provide a surprise in- this 
respect. 


Trade with Russia 


Russia, though declining to take advan- 
tage of existing credit facilities and pay- 
ing cash for all purchases, has been buying 
more from Britain during the past year 
than in 1934. The prospects for trading 
between the two countries are considered 
to be good, and if trade could be restored 
to the part-credit basis of a few years ago 
the volume would most certainly increase. 
It is possible that steps may be taken this 
year to overcome the difficulties which 
Russia has found in the way of accepting 
credit facilities. During 1935 she bought 
less steel, herrings, tea and rubber, but 
the imports of machinery, textiles, and 
non-ferrous metals improved considerably. 
There was an increase in machinery. from 
£1,300,000 to £1,800,000. while textiles ad- 
vanced from £380,000 to £1,200.000. 


Sir Walter Edgeworth- Johnstone 


Lieutenant-Colonel Sir Walter Edce- 
worth-Johnstone, who was Dublin’s Chief 
Commissioner of Police during the 
E& troubles,’’ has died at his London home 
In Regent’s Park Terrace. He was 
knighted in 1924. A great athlete himself. 
Sir Walter did all he could to promote 
physical fitness in others by writing books 
and instructing classes. He played Rugby 
for Dublin University and Sandhurst. He 
was ,amateur heavyweight champién -ot 
the Army in 1894, and then amateur 
champion of England and Ireland. He 
was amateur sabre champion in 1898 and 
1900, and won many trophies for his skill 
with foils and bayonet. He also went in 
for cricket, fishing and shooting. He 
served in the Army in India. in West 
Africa. and in Ireland. Later he com- 
manded the 4th Battalion Roval Irish 
Regiment. '

Our most recent estimates show that our 
expenditures will be 7,645 millions, or 875 
millions less than was forecast. Receipis 
were estimated in January, 1935, at 3,992 
millions. At the present time it appears 
that they will be 4,411 millions, an 
increase of 419 millions. My message of 
January, 1935, forecast a gross deficit of 
4,528 million dollars. The most recent 
figures show that the deficit will be 3,234 
millions, a decrease of 1,294 millions. 

Referring to the Budget for the fiscal 
year 1937, President Roosevelt said: “To 
run the regular activities of the Govern- 
ment, I shall need a total of 5,069 million 
dollars. These activities include interest 
on the public debt, major public works 
operations, and agricultural benefit pay- 
ments, but do not include strictly work 
relief items. I expect to pay for these 
activities with estimated receipts of 5,654 
millions, leaving an excess of receipts of 
585 millions, of which 580 millions will be 
needed for debt retirement, which will 
still leave five millions of excess receipts 
over expenditure. . . 

‘(It is estimated that this Budget ex- 
penditure for recovery and relief purposes 
from the unexpended balance of previous 
emergency appropriations will amount to 
1,103 millions, including expenditures. 
The gross deficit for 1937 without an esti- 
‘mate for additional work relief is less 
than the gross deficit for 1936 by 2,136 
millions. I do not anticipate that the 
need for additional relief funds will be 
as great as that sum.” 


SHIPS AND ’PLANES 


The President also asked for 567,872,400 
dollars for the Navy during 1937. ‘‘ The 
increase is principally for construction of 
ships and aircraft and for additional 
officers and men,” declared the White 
House statement. 

It is estimated that 243,000,000 dollars 
will be available during the 1937 fiscal 
period for work on 94 naval vessels at 
present under construction and for com- 
mencing work on 12 destroyers and 6

TOLL OF THE FLOODS 


o—- 


Two buoys marking the entrance to the 
Port of Dublin were blown out of position 


by the high wind and heavy seas of Sunday 
night and yesterday morning. They were 


the North and South Bar buoys. Captain 
Webb, the Harbour Master, announced 
that a warning to mariners was being 
issued, but the buoys would probably be 
put back into their correct positions 
to-day. 

Where the Liffey flooded over the quays 
on both the North Wall and South Wall 
at high tide on Sunday night some con- 
siderable damage was caused, but there 
was no injury to any shipping in the port. 

Tired out after their sleepless night, the 
residents of Coady’s Cottages, near New- 
comen Bridge, who were flooded out of 
their homes on Sunday night, started to 
clean up their houses |yesterday morning. 
In some of them the receding water from 
the Royal Canal had |left a thick slime 
inches deep on the floor, and in others the 
floor boards were badly damaged. 


THREE TIMES FLOODED 


One of the residents of these cottages 
told an Irish Times reporter that he had 
been flooded out of his home three times 
during the eleven years he has been living 
there. The floods on Sunday night, he 
said, burst a boundary wall and rushed 
into the kitchens of the cottages, some of 
which were inundated with about two feet 
of dirty water. Children were accom- 
modated in the houses of friends, while 
the men and women tried to save most of 
their belongings. 

The high concrete wall at the back of the 
cottages collapsed for a distance of about 
twenty-five yards. Messrs. Smith and 
Pearson, Ltd., who have constructional en- 
gineering workshops at Ossory road, 
suffered damage which Mr. H. D. Pearson, 
a director of the firm, estimated at £5,000. 
‘Our electric welding equipment, cables 
and motors, were badly damaged by about 
five feet of water,” he said, “ and about 
fifty men will be put out of employment 
until the place can be put right again.” 
Late yesterday the workshops were still 
partly under water, large corrugated iron 
gateways had been washed down, and a 
store at the rear of the building was very 
badly damaged by the watcr. The care- 
taker of the works and his wife had to 
leave their apartment during the night 
owing to the floods. 

Mrs. Patrick Groucher, of No. 3 Coady’s 
Cottages, described to an Irish Times re- 
porter how she took her sick child of four 
away to her mother’s house as soon as the 
floods broke through the wall of her own 
home. Then she went back to help the 
other members of the family carry their 
belongings to an upstairs room, where the 
rain leaked through the roof on to them 
all during the night. 


SURGING WATERS 


A member of the Richardson family, 
which lives in a neighbouring cottage, 
told of how they sat on their beds while 
the water swirled across the floor less than 
three inches below their mattresses. A 
relative of Mrs. Groucher also described 
the scene when the water surged through 
her own house, damaging the floor boards 
and furniture, and sweeping into the 
cottages on the other side of the road, 
where a man named James Lawless and 
his family had to abandon their home 
hastily. Mrs. Mary Jordan was another 
occupant of one of the cottages who was 
forced to seek shelter with friends. 

The neighbouring houses—Janesville 
Cottages—also suffered extensively, and the 
eight families living in this district had 
to leave their homes. Fire engines were 
sent for during the night, and spent more 
than two hours pumping the water out of 
houses in the vicinity. | 

The Lord Mayor (Alderman Byrne) 
visited Coady’s Cottages early yesterday 
morning, and some time. later three 
officials of the Housing Department 
of the Dublin Corporation—Messrs. J. 
Sherwin, T. Burke and T. F. Burke—spent 
some time inspecting the damage. A con- 
ference was held later, but no statoment 


was made as to the future of the district. 


An official of the Corporation said: “' It is 
a matter which requires very serious con- 

Firemen also spent about two hours

Telephone communication with Great 
Britain, which was partly interrupted dur- 
ing the early hours of yesterday morning 
through land lines in England being blown 
down, was resumed later in the day. 

The severity of the storm was felt in 
Greystones at high tide, when the direction 
of the gale became south-south-east. The 
Great Southern Railway line suffered near 
Ballycannon. It was impossible for the 
up train to proceed or the down mail to 
get to its destination. The harbour suffered 
further serious damage. 


FLOODING IN BELFAST

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AS the meeting of the Dublin Corpora- 

tion last night, the Lord Mayor 
presiding, a deputation was received from 
the tenants of the Coady’s Cottages area. 
The deputation submitted a petition signed 
by 500 or 600 persons, which ran :— 

“ We, the undersigned, demand that the 
municipal authorities. take immediate 
steps to remove the occupants of the houses 


known as Coady’s Cottages into the new’ 


Corporation houses in the area. 

‘“We condemn the attempt to compel 
families to live in houses rendered un- 
inhabitable by flooding from the canal 
and their general state of dilapidation. 
We further call on the Medical Officer of 
Health to condemn these cottages as unfit 
for habitation.”’ : 3 

PREVIOUS FLOODING 

Mr. Daniel Walsh addressed the meet- 
ing on behalf of the deputation. He said 
that the petition was not the result of the 
flooding which occurred on Sunday night. 
In 1925 the vottages were flooded to a 
depth of five feet and in 1933 to a depth 
of three and a half feet. The petition was 
the result of two public meetings, and 
signed by persons of different politics and 
religion. It was unfair that cottages 
should be given to tenants who came from 
distant parts of the citv, and that the 
tenants -of Coady’s Cottages should be 
passed over, and left in cottages where 
rain came in at the roof and the floors 
were unfit to walk on. These tenants kept 
their houses clean, and, strange as it 
might seem, paid their rents. 

The Lord Mayor said that he could 
assure the deputation that the matter 
would be considered by the Housing Com- 
mittee, and that everything possible would 
be done.

R. W. T. COSGRAVE, 'T.D., leader 
of the United Ireland Party, last 
night sent the following reply to an 
editorial appearing in yesterday’s Irish

In the Government organ’s leading 
article of to-day (Monday) it is stated’ 
that my action, in referring to the coal- 
cattle pact last week, could have only one 
object, and that was “ to hamper the Irish 
negotiators by the effect on the other side 
which the hostile attitude of himself and 
his Press organs were likely to have.” 
Reading the lrish Press leading articles 
one must have mixed feelings as to the 
value of a Press organ to a political leader. 
Whether it is my fortune or misfortune, I 
have no tied Press. Any _ statements 
published in respect of the coal-cattle 
agreement which could be regarded as in 
any way critical of Government policy were 
powerful arguments to assist the Govern- 
ment to make a better pact than they have 
yet succeeded in making, and thus their 
hands were strengthened by the kind of 
criticism that has been published. If 
they were unable to employ all these aids 
to their needs, it is the misfortune of this 
country that its government should be in 
such hands. 


A SAVING OF £2,000,000 


Great play is made with the statement 
in the Cork: Eraminer: ‘* 1t would pay us 
to hand over the land annuities, the cause 
of the whole trouble.’’ Surely this is but 
another way of saying what we already 


that the British are collecting the land 
annuities with a greater dislocation of 
trade to our farmers than if the annuities 
were being paid voluntarily. A resump- 
tion of full payments would mean a saving 
of two million pounds to our farmers. But 
who advocates a settlement on that basis? 
The policy of the Fine Gael Party for the 
settlement of the economic war is that 
direct negotiations with British Ministers 
should be undertaken in Dublin, in 
London, in Geneva, or anywhere else, and 
that no time could be more propitious than 
the present for such negotiations, consider- 
ing that the British themselves have 
acquiesced in an international fosmula 
that no country can undertake payment of 
debt obligations beyond its capacity to

A CRIPPLING BLOW 


,™ 
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The Times remarks in a leading article 
to-day:—Mr. —RERoosevelt's policy’ of 
economic and social reform has been given 
another and a crippling blow by the 
Supreme Court. The court, which re- 
assembled yesterday after its Christmas 
adjournment, has delivered judgment in 
the Hoosac Mills case. By a majority of 
six to three—the minority significantly in- 
cluding Mr. Jfistice Brandeis-—it has 
declared that the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act, both as originally passed and as after- 
wards amended,’ was an invasion of 
State’s rights, and beyond the authority 
of Congress to enact. 

Whatever immediate action Mr. Roose- 
velt and his advisers may decide to take 
to repair the breach made in their agri- 
cultural policy, this new judgment of the 
Court brings into the forefront again the 
much wider issue raised by the N.R.A. 
decisign last June. Can the United States 
afford to allow the National Government 
to be stopped from exercising any direct 
control over matters of vital national 
concern? The Constitution was written in 
1787. Since then modern methods of pro- 
duction, trade, transport and communica- 
tions have largely obliterated State 
boundaties in matters of business and 
economic development. Is it possible to 
continue to regard the questions raised by 
this change of conditions as the exclusive 
affair of the States. Six months ago, 
commenting on the N.R.A. judgment, Mr. 
Roosevelt made it plain that, in his view, 
some way must be found to give the 
National Government—that is to say, the 
President and Congress—power to handle 
the economic questions, which in these 
days are of supreme national importance. 
The only practicable way would seem to 
be an amendment of the Constitution. It 
is hard to see how the extension of the

issue in the coming elections, or how, in 


the long run, the American people. can 
refuse their Government the powers neces-

exist, we see no way out of them .... 
Our position is that we could not be 
brought into active participation in any 
war against our will. We have definitely 
stated that we would not allow our country 
to be used as a base of attack on Britain 
by a foreign Power, and would our best 
to defend our own territory. To that 
extent a war in Europe might possibly 
develop into a serious position for us.’’ 
It was quite plain that the British Com- 
monwealth was the subject matter under 
consideration: that we have lost the advan- 
tages although our obligations are 
admitted.

These 
were statutory payments, validated and 
legalised by an Act of the Oireachtas, and 
there was nothing secret about them, They 
were as public as any payments could 
possibly be. 

Apparently the suggestion to ask the 
Banking Commission to inquire into the 
whole field of national economy in this 
country has exasperated the Government 
organ. It is indicated by the Irish Press 
that my suggestion would amount to 
superseding Irish democracy. The same 
might be said—though quite incorrectly— 
of every inquiry which has ever been set 
up.

A NATIONAL DISCREDIT 


Coal-cattle pacts, of whateyer nature— 
so long as cattle carry on their polls not 
only the full annuities, but more than half 
as much again—are a national ' discredit, 
and, in effect, put us in a worse. position 
than we were in from July, , 1932, to 
December, 1933.

LINEN TRADE SLOWLY 


RECOVERING

Mr. J. M. Thompson, President of the 
Belfast Chamber of Trade, in his New Year 
address to that body yesterday, said that the 
year 1956 íound them as traders in a some- 
what sounder position than that prevailin 
at the corresponding time last year: financta 
confidence and stability seemed to be slowly, 
but surely, returning, and it was evidenced 
in many directions.

The 
slips were, at any rate, partially filled, and 
the good news was just to hand of fresh 
orders being booked last week for two more 
large-sized boats. 


| THE LINEN TRADE 


| In the linen trade the long-hoped-for re- 
vival had not been guite so marked ; in fact, 
1935 proved a rather difficult year for many 
reasons, but principally owing to fluctuations 
in the prices of raw materials, without a 
corresponding increase for the finished 
article. Towards the end of the year there 
had been a very decided improvement. The 
mills and factories were now fairly busy, 
with substantial orders in hands for months 
ahead at better prices. The most hopeful 
feature in that trade was that the 
centre of gravity was gradually changing, 
whereas up til! recently manufacturers were 
largely dependent on the American market 
for the consumption of the bulk 
of their output, now quite 57 per cent. of 
their wares was disposed of in the home 
market, and throughout the British Empire. 
Thus ie many difficulties of money, ex- 
change. quotas, excessive tariffs, etc.,” were 
avoided | 

When they remembered that the cash value 
of the pre-war output (1913) was £230,000,000 
and that in 1935 it was approximately only 
£80,000,000 (or roughly one-third) they 
realised the extent of the slump and how 
far off they were from a possible return to 
the normal state of things.

SIR HAMILTON HARTY 
CONDUCTING 
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T- 'HERE was a great gathering oí musical 
notabilities at the Broadcasting Studio, 
| Henry street, Dublin, last night, when 
the fourth of the series of epee concerts 
was broadcast by the 2R phony 
Orchestra, with Sir Hamilton Harty as guest 
conductor. The veh gua gee comprised two 
Rhapsodies by Stantord and a Violin Séan 
and the symphonic poem '' With the Wil 
Geese,” by Sir Hamilton Harty himself. 
One was impressed by the splendid powers 
of this orchestra, as heard over the wireless, 
and by the ready manner in which they 
responded to the conductor's various moods 
in his reading of the opening Rhapsody of 
Stanford (No. 4). It is a work that reveals 
the rich genius of Stanford as a composer, 
and especiniiy his great understanding of 
orchestral requirements. Appealing, too, was 
the Celtic strain running thropgh the com- 
position. There were some delightful moments 
in the playing, but at times it was brought 
home forcibly that on even the most perfect 
wireless receiving set the atmosphere and 
music were not quite the same as in the 
concert room itselt. 

This at times was evident also in the 
Violin Concerto by Harty, which followed, 
with the distinguished violinist, 
D’Aranyi, in the solo part. The work was 
dedicated to the violinist Szigeti, and has 
been played with great success both on the 
Continent and in England. It is well laid 
out in three movements, and in the hands of 
such an accomplished player as © Jelly 
D’Aranyi it is shown to be a beautiful work 
of arte Thers was great spirit in the open- 
ing passages before the soloist swept on to 
a glowing broad melod:. in which she was 
splendidly supported by th: orchestra. The 
development is worked out in fascinating 
manner, and again one is caught by some 
brilliant ascending passages for the sclo in- 
strument. There is a glorious slow move- 
ment with a very appealing melody, and 
here there was delightful work by the 
soloist, who in the final section had ample 
opportunity for a display of her wide tech- 
nique, starting with a brilliant flourish. 
Again the attention was caught by interest- 
ing grouping of th? instruments, and _ par- 
ticularly - the use of both brass and wind, 
though, unfortunately, on the set used there 
was some distortion, and one lost something 
of the exquisite beauty of that last long- 
drawn-out note. 

As a performance, however, it was 
eminently satisfactory, and it was equalled by 
the performance of the conductor’s Symphony 
‘With the Wild Geese,” which followed, 
There is a rich imagery in this, and also 
splendid appreciation of orchestration. 
Completing an excellent broadcast were 
songs of Stanford and Harty, sung by Mr 
Robert Irwin. His big rich voice brought out 
the beauties of ‘‘ Cushendall,’ and there was 
plenty of humour also in his reading of 
“Did you ever?’ Harty’s songs, ‘* The 
Ould Lad” and “ The Game Played in Erin- 
go-Bragh,’’ were also excellent examples of 
song interpretation. 


GOOD COMPANIONS 


RECITAL BY KEITH 
FALKNER 


The third of the series of subscription 
eoncerts under the auspices of the Good 
Companions, given last night in the Aberdeen 
Hall of the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, was hy 
far the most successful one yet held. It 
was a fine stroke of business on the part of 
the organisers.to secure Mr. Keith Falkner, 
the accomplishéd Scottish basso, who has 
won a host of admirers in muéal circles 


here, not\Qilone by 
reason of his place 
as an accomplished 
singer, but by. the 
excellence of his 
critical and helpful 


remarks to vocalists 
during the two years 
he acted as adjudi- 
cator of vocal classes 
at the Feis Ceoil. 

By way of change 
now the critics were 
in front, and only 
too anxious to apply 
his own standard of 
criticism to Mr. 
Mr. Kerry FALKNER. Falkner’s appreciation. 

As recognition is 
given Íor choice of song, the audience found 
that high marking could be given for a selec- 
tion that showed fine musical discernment. 
An early group, for instance, contained ‘‘The 
Aspiration,’’ by Purcell; a song in ‘‘The She 
Gallant,”’ by Eccles; the quaint ‘‘ Tobacco ”’ 
song by Hume, and Bach’s beautiful ‘‘ Bist 
Du Be Mir.’’ The Purcell was beautifully 
delivered, with fine appreciation of the music. 
There was plenty of dry humour in the 
‘Tobacco’ song, but the finest singing in 
the group—indeed, if not in the whole recital 
—was that of the Bach “ Bist Du Bei Mir.” 
Here one could appraise the glorious warmth 
and breadth of this singer’s great bass voice, 
which carried the air in beautifully sustained 
phrases. The words were clearly. delivered 
with ‘full appreciation of their message; it 
was model legato singing. 

That Mr. Falkner has proved a very apt 
pupil of that great master of song interpreta- 
tion, Plunket Greene, was very manifest in 
his reading of the later groups. The German 
group embraced songs by Schumann, Schu- 
bert, Strauss and Brahms, strong in contrast, 
and the varying moods of each were beauti- 
fully caught. What a contrast, for instance, 
there was between the song to the wine cup, 
‘Auf das Trinkglass,’’ by Schumann, and 
the rippling beauty of Schubert’s “ Der 
Jungling an der Quelle.’” The latter song 
was sung with exquisite appreciation both of 
the poem and the music, and had to be re- 
peated. The singing, too, of the Strauss 
song, ‘‘ Am Spatboot,’’ was worth hearing, if 
only for the opportunity it gave the singer 
of bringing out those deep, rich resonant 
notes in the low register. There was fine 
singing, too, in the Brahms ‘‘So willst du 
des Armen,’’ the contrast in light and shade 


being well marked. «The lhttle Schumann 
song, giyen as an encore, was also capitally 
sung 

In a later group were such songs 
as Charles Wood’s “ Ethiopia Saluting 
the Colours,’’- in which, though the 
story was well told, there was hardly 
sufficient dramatic fervour in the last 
verse. Somehow it just afiled to grip with 


its intensity. The Rachmaninoff song, ‘‘ In 
the Silenee of the Night,” sounded just a 
little strained in the opening phrases. The 
voice Was somewhat thin and shaky in the 
mezzo voce, but recovered in sweeping on to 
a big climax. Interesting in this group were 
two new songs by Gerald Finzi to poems of 
Thomas Hardy, the first of them, “The Clock 
of the Years,” a very descriptive piece, which 
only a master of interpretation like this 
singer could hope to “ get over.” 

As a final offering Mr. Falkner sang Stan- 
ford’s ‘‘Songs of the Sea,” and was assisted 
by the male voice chorus of the Good Com- 
panions and Sutton Singers—a capital wind: 
up to a splendid recital.

MAN WASHED 
OVERBOARD 


- Fishing trawlers suffered severely off the 
Waterford coast during the eighty-mile-an- 
hour gale which raged far into the small 
hours of yesterday morning. 

The Feasible was washed by mountainous 
seas while making for shelter, and one of 
her’ crew, Benjamin Halliday (25), of 
Lowestoft, was washed overboard and 
drowned. 

When last sighted the Feasible wa» 
making for The Smalls, eighteen, miles off 
Milford. 

The captain of the trawler The Strive, 
of Milford Haven, reported by wireless 
that his deck was awash several times, andl 
most of the deck gear, including the ship’s 
boats, carried overboard. 

Three other trawlers—Apple, Oak, and 


Our Allies—from Milford, report en- 
countering tremendous seas and fierce 
winds. 


ROOFS STRIPPED 


In many parts of Waterford slates were 
blown from the roofs. The main road from 
Waterford to Tramore was flooded at 
several points to over a foot in depth, 
causing traffic to be diverted to higher, 
but more circuitous, routes to the city. 

Tramore also suffered severely from the 
gale. Several sheds and light structures 
on the strand received the full force of the 
storm from the open bay, and were blown 
wholly or in part hundreds of feet away 
from the foundations. : 

The whereabouts of the drifter, the 
Shore Breeze, are so far unknown, and 
some anxiety is felt as to her fate. 


FISHING BOAT SUNK 


Much damage was caused in Wexford. 
A fishing boat was sunk at its moorings 
in the harbour. Heavy seas, dashing over 
the quays, tore up scores of sleepers from 
the railway line and breached the sea- 
walls. The high tide flooded the quays 
and low-lying streets, water entering 
several houses. Many roofs and chimneys 
were damaged. 


HOUSES FLOODED 
A downpour of rain from late last Satur- 


Bantry district. In the town itself many 
houses were flooded and goods slightly 
damaged. The Ovane and Mealagh Rivers 
overflowed their banks, and the lowlands 
became sheets of water. The roads were 
impassable.

NARROW ESCAPE 


The driver, conductor and passengers on 
the 9 o'clock Sunday ’bus from. Dundalk 
to Drogheda had a narrow escape, when

The steamer, Mungo, bound for 
Drogheda ‘port, with a cargo of coal, was 
forced to lie off Skerries all night 
weathering the storm. So high was the 
tide in the Boyne that the river overflowed 
its banks at many points, and even Donor’s 
Green, one of the highest portions of the 
river bank, was flooded. Severe flooding 
also took place at Ship street. 

Trees were blown down in many woods, 
and in the town itself slates were blown 
off houses, gates levelled and sheds un- 
roofed. The main road from Dundalk to 
Drogheda was blocked yesterday morning 
at Castlebellingham by a huge tree lying 
across the road, and traffic had to make a 
twelve miles’ detour to complete the 
journey to. Drogheda. 


TIDE SWEEPS PROMENADE 

Though Dundalk was sheltered-from the 
worst of Sunday night’s storm, the village 
of Blackrock, four miles away, in an 
exposed position on Dundalk Bay, got the 
full brunt of it. Lashed by the easterly 
wind, the night tide swept the promenade 
in great waves, and the spray was hurled 
on to the houses of the village across the 
road, in some cases washing the roof tops. 
The doors had to be barricaded with bags 
and sods to prevent the spray wash being 
blown into the houses; but. ix some cases 
kitchen floors were flooded. Slates were 
blown off houses and trees blown down. 

Telephonic communication between Dun- 
dalk and Belfast and Dublin had to be 
effected by roundabout routes. | 

In South Tipperary the Rivers Suir, 
Aherlow and Arra are in spate. Large 
areas of land are inundated. 

Youghal experienced the worst storm for 
fifty years, All the quayside streets were 


flooded. 
THE MIDLANDS 


Serious flooding has occurred in the 
Midlands, and all the tributaries of the 
Shannon are in spate.

From time to time the Corporation had 
been prevented by lack of power froth 
rejecting proposals inimical to the orderetl 
growth of the city.

After dealing with the construction of 
canals in the two countries, the lecturer 
described some tours on which the delegate 
party were taken during their visit. The 
outstanding architectural feature of the 
port of Brussels, he said, was the large 
warehguse, nearly 200 yards long by 200 
feet wide, and four storeys high. Included 
in the work at present in progress was the 
construction of a double tunnel, having a 
length of 1,760 metres, through which the 
waters of the River Senne will be diverted. 
The site of the diversion, he said, was 
within the city of Brussels, and would pro- 
vide a site for new. quays almost one mile 
long, with crane and other maritime equip- 
ment. Novel and interesting methods were 
being used in the construction of the 
such as the’ specially designed 
equipment for piling, placing of concrete, 
the steel forms for the abutments, and the 
arches. | 

The delegates were taken along the 
Boulevard du Nord, a new concrete road 
about six miles in extent, encircling the 
site of three new docks, each having about 
six times the water area of Alexandra 
Basin, Dublin. In the construction of 
these docks the excavation was being 
made by dredging, the material being 
pumped ashore to raise the level of the 
surrounding land, which was low. The 
magnitude of the pumping plant had to be 
seen to be appreciated, and, even taking 
into account the free-flowing character of 
the excavated material, the distances to 
which it was being distributed constituted 
a notable engineering achievement. There 
were four basins or docks at Ghent, and 
the equipment at them was of the most 
extensive and modern type. as indicated by 
the provision of 155 electric cranes and 
transporters, and 38 transit sheds. There 
was In construction an additional canal 
basin, which would have a length of 9,000 
feot and a width of 633 feet, with a depth 
af 28 to 30 feet. i 


NEW WORKS 


Among the works inspected, either com- 
pleted or in progress, were the control 
works on the Meuse and Sambre, at the

and. bridges, were of the highest engineer 
ing interest, and had been carried out 
in a manner which suggested that cost was 
not a primary consideration.

PLANS 


DRAINAGE, OPEN 
SPACES, BATHS 
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TRIBUTE TO FIRE 
BRIGADES

LANS for a new factory at Dun 
P Laoghaire have been approved, and 
building is to start at any time, This 
statement was made by the Dun Laoghaire 
Borough Manager (Mr. P. G. Hernon) at 
yesterday's sitting, at the Four Courts, 
Dublin, of the Local Government (Dublin) 
Tribunal. ; 

A big English combine, it was stated, had 
lodged plans for the development of the Gas 
Company’s site. i 

At the outset of his continued 
dence yesterday Mr. Hernon, in reply 
to Mr. J. ah, K.C. (for the 
Dublin County Council), agreed that the 
Dublin Fire Brigade was one of the most, up- 
to-date in the world. The Dun Laoghaire 
Brigade, he added, was also equipped with 
a most modern fire-fighting appliances avail- 
able. 

Mr. A. E. Wood, K.C., Mr, V. Rice, K.C., 
and Mr. T. G. Burke (instructed by Mr. 
I. J. Rice, Law Agent) appeared for the 
Dublin Corporation; Mr. E. J. Kelly, K.C., 
and ‘Mr, F. Monks (instructed by Mr. FE. J. 
Kenny, solicitor) for the Dun Laoghaire 
Borough Corporation; Mr. J. Geoghegan; 
K.C., and Mr. W. G. Fallon (instructed by 
Mr. T. Early, solicitor) for the Dublin 
County Council. 

The members of the Tribunal are :—Mr. 4. 
Gavan Duffy, K.C. (Chairman); Mr. T. C. 
Courtney, M.A., Chief Engineering Adviser, 
Department of Local Government and 
Public Health; Mr. R. J. Baker, Chief In- 
spector of Audits, Department of Agriculture 
and Public Health, and Mr. J. Garvin 
LL.B. (Secretary). 

Town planning, said Mr. Hernon, in the 
course of his evidence, was excellent, but 
the physical control of the proposed added 
area was another thing; without that control 
they could not give the necessary facilities 
to the area. The advantages to the resi- 
dents in Dun Laoghaire, he considered, would 
be that they would have a more economic 
unit to manage, They wanted more ground. 
In years to come, when the proposed added 
area would have been deveined the rates 
of Dun Laoghaire would be reduced. 

Mr. Hernon said that he felt that the 
County Council wanted the Dun Laoghaire 
Borough to maintain a fire brigade to con- 
trol fires occurring in the County Council area, 
The Borough, he considered, would have 
quite enough to do within the proposed added 
area without going outside it. Assuming 
that the added area was not incorporated iu 
the Borough, he would not see anything un- 
reasonable in the Borough Fire Brigade 
serving that area on terms to be greed to 
between the Borough and the County Council, 
or on terms fixed by an independent authority, 
the Tribunal or the Minister. In his opinion 
ten miles from the Town Hall, Dun Laog- 
haire, would be a reasonable area in which 
their fire brigade and ambulance might 
operate.

DEVELOPMENTS 


“In every aspect of your municipal life,” 
remarked Mr.. Geoghegan, ‘‘ you seem at the 
present time to be hotly in pursuit of some 
developments, You are negotiating, you say, 
about open spaces; you have in mind the 
getting rid of the appalling drainage system 
at Ballybrack, and you are thinking of pull- 
ing down the baths at Dun Laoghaire ?”’ 

Mr. Hernon replied: “I have been only 
five years in Dun Laoghaire. During that 
time we have been extremely busy, and there 
were many difficulties with which we had to 
contend. There are applications daily for 
housing accommodation.’’ They had, said the 
witness, built and under construction 684 
houses, and there were continued applica- 
tions from outside people coming into the 
Borough. At the present moment there were 
150 applicants for additional accommodation. 
He did not know why the Dublin people came 
into Dun Laoghaire, but they did come, take 
a room there, and then apply for houses. The 
Borough, he agreed, was inhabited by a 
large number of wealthy people. 

Mr. Geoghegan—Has any factory been 
established during the past five years ?—One 
factory, dealing with terrazzo and marble, 
has been started, employing about 20 persons, 
and another is about to start. Plans have 
already been lodged for the Gas Company's 
site. A big English combine is about to de- 
velop that particular site; the plans had been 
approved, and building will start at any time 

Mr. Geoghegan—You have plenty of money 
and capital available in Dun Laoghaire ?— 
Yes, but very few sites. 

Mr. Wood, K.C., asked the witness if he 
had seen a circular letter promulgated by 
the Dundrum District Ratepayers’ Associa- 
tion, signed by a Mr. Mackenzie, of Frank- 
fort, Dundrum. Mr Hernon said that the 
letter was a ‘‘foreign document ” to him, 
and he did not know, or know of, a Mr. 
Mackenzie. 

Mr. Wood—Why do you propose to take 
in portion of the railway line?—Because it 
will form a clear-cut boundary line, dis- 
tinguishable by everybody. 

Mr. Wood—It is not a matter of finance. 
It would mean a revenue of £1,878 a year in 
rates. ?—Not entirely; we would supply water 
and sewerage service, and the railway com- 
pany would benefit by the development of 
the borough 

Mr. Wood—Why did you not include 
Dundrum in the proposed added area?— 
When I found that it would be impossible to 
drain that district we abandoned the idea. 

Mr. Wood—But, of course, you have 
drained Killinev ’—We propose to do so. 

The Tribunal adjourned until 10.30 this 
morning.
